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Both  Municipalities  Considering  Low-Cost  Types  of  Housing  to  Alleviate  Shortage 


With  housing  expensive 
everywhere,  and  small  apartments 
almost  non-existent  at  any  price,  a 
pair  of  alternative  kinds  of  housing 
are  being  talked  about  more  and 
more  for  Princeton— the  least-cost, 
modular  house,  and  the  flat. 

One  seems  particularly  ap- 
propriate for  the  open  spaces  in  the 
Township,  the  other  for  the 
development  of  existing  houses  in 
the  Borough. 

A  "modular  house"  is  a 
euphemism  for  mobile  home,  but 
don't  wince!  A  flat  is  another  way  of 
describing  a  small  apartment  carved 
out  of  a  larger  house  or  a  big.  old- 
fashioned  garage.  You  can  alter 
your  house  to  create  a  flat  if  you  live 
in  the  Township,  and  the  Borough  is 
expected  to  consider  a  similar 
ordinance  this  fall 

A  mobile  home  doesn't  have  to 
look  like  a  trailer  park  on  Route  One. 
Princeton  architect  Philetus  H.  Holt 
has  designed  one  (see  Page  2)  that 
looks  like  a  sleek  vacation  home  (in 
fact,  when  he  originally  designed  it, 
he  called  it  a  Vac-Shac),  and  he 
says  that,  if  1 00  or  200  were  built  at 


once,  they  would  cost  only  about 
$25,000,  and  that  could  even  in- 
clude the  furniture. 

"The  emotional  feeling  people 
have  against  mobile  home  parks  is 
due  to  their  sheer  ugliness,"  Mr.  Holt 
believes.  "MoSt  of  these  places 
have  had  no  site  planning  at  all.  But 
there  is  no  reason  it  cannot  be  done 
acceptably  and  aesthetically.  Mobile 
homes  don't  have  to  be  in 
Mediterranean  Clunker  style " 

Mr.  Holt  thinks  his  Vac-Shac 
could  be  built  six  to  an  acre  or  even 
tighter,  with  a  good  site  plan,  all  the 
windows  looking  out  onto  a  private 
courtyard  which  would  be  even 
bigger  than  your  "mobile"  house, 
with  space  in  front  to  park  your  car. 
("Can't  afford  to  roof  a  car,  for  only 
$25,000") 

"I've  seen  one  like  this  in  Den- 
mark, over-looking  wide-open  fields 
—and  cowsl  In  Sweden,  there  is  a 


similar  one  in  which  the  walls  of  the 
other  units  create  private  cour- 
tyards" 

"This  one  is  elegant  enough,"  Mr. 
Holt  says,  looking  with  pleasure  at  a 
sketch  of  his  Vac-Shac,  "so  that  I 
would  like  to  live  in  it  myself. 

The  unit  is  conventional  mobile 
home  si2e  a  pair  of  1 2-foot-wide 
units,  48  feet  long,  giving  a  house 
24  by  48  feet,  or  1 ,1 52  square  feet. 
Where  the  units  are  |Oined  down  the 
middle,  the  seam  is  covered  with 
aluminum  siding— could  be  a  dark 
brown  aluminum,  to  blend  with 
trees,  of  course;  doesn't  have  to  be 
shiny  aluminum  foil. 

Inside  is  a  1 7  x  24  living  room 
with  two  window-less  walls  and  a 
window  wall  giving  onto  a  deck. 
Dining  room  and  kitchen  also  share 
this  glass  wall.  The  deck  folds  up 
against  the  side  of  the  unit  to  protect

The  boys 
who  lost  their  lives  were  Patrick  Maloney  and  Kenneth 
Werkman

Slate  Has  Plan.  A  three- 
year  plan,  with  the  Dinky 
self  supporting  at  the  end, 
will  be  outlined  at  4  pm  this 
Wednesday  in  the  Mercer 
County  Administration 
building  in  Trenton 

Under  the  plan,  the  Vic- 
toria station  national  chain 
would  operate  a  restaurant 
in  Princetons  dinky  station, 
dedicating  $40,000  a  year  or 
two  and  one-half  percent  of 
the  gross,  whichever  is 
greater,  to  the  Dinky. 

At  a  30  cents  fare,  the 
Dinky  would  bring  in  $77,556 
Consolidation  of  the  two

number  of  engine  cylinders  in 
a  foreign  car  "That  par- 
ticular model  only  comes  in 
four  cylinders  Everyone 
knows  it.

Glencairn  remained  in 
continuous  ownership  by  Hunt 
descendants,  including 
Bertrand  Gulick  and  William 
Connah,  until  1953  when  it  was 
bought  by  a  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Perot.  By  the  time  the  Zink 
brothers  and  Alex  Greenwood 
came  on  the  scene  in  March  of 
1976,  the  house  had  undergone 
considerable  alteration  into 
three  apartments  and  had 
been  vacant  for  eight  years. 

The  three  new  owners  were 
given  an  enormous  boost  to 
their  venture  by  their 
discovery  that  the  house  had 
been  the  subject  of  a  WPA 
Historical  American 
Buildings  survey  in  the  1930's.

"It  is  a  matter  of  trying  to 
understand  moldings  and 
looking  closely  at  window  and 
door  frames,"  says  Cliff  in 
describing  how  the  three  are 
attempting  to  piece  together 
what  their  house  looked  like 
200  years  ago.  "Wecontinueto 
discover  new  things  all  the 
time." 

One  of  their  first  discoveries 
was  a  partly  buried  big  field 
stone  slab  outside  the  door  of 
the  old  stone  homestead, 
which  bore  out  research  that 
the  Dutch  used  to  have  a  big 
"stoep"  or  "stoop"  with  stone 
benches  on  either  side  of  the 
door  where  the  family 
gathered.  The  process  of 
painting  the  interior  trim  and 
doors  a  soft  Williamsburg  blue 
threw  into  relief  certain 
gouges  on  the  Inside  of  the 
front  door  which  are  the  size 
and  shape  of  pintels  used  to 
hold  straps  for  the  two  halves 
of  a  Dutch  door  that  must  have 
been  replaced  by  the  single 
big  door  there  now. 

The  three  made  a  ten-day 
trip  to  New  England  to  look  at 
other  private  restoration 
projects  and  to  talk  to  the 
owners.  They  have  ac- 
cumulated an  extensive  file  of 
documents  relating  to  the 
house,  which  is  listed  on  the 
National  Register,  and  a  large 
library  on  early  American 
architecture.  Each  works  for 
a  while  -  Steve  is  a  free-lance 
TV  cameraman  and  the  other 
two  do  woodworking  --  and 
then  all  turn  again  to  the 
house. 

Authenticity  Stressed.  "We 
continually  have  to  weigh  the 
merits  of  authenticity  versus 
practicality  for  modern 
living,"  says  Cliff,  pointing  to 
heating  ducts  coming  up  in  the 
center  hall  which  will  be 
relocated  more  tastefully. 
"The  wrong  thing  to  do  would 
be  to  come  in  here  and  make 
everything  look  perfect  in  the 
modern  sense,  but  everything 
we  do  must  be  in  keeping  with 
the  original. 

"Moreover,"  he  adds,  you 
can't  restore  a  house  like  this 
with  materials  from  the 
lumberyard  or  hardware 
store."
